"The legend concerning the Dona 


Maria mine is that its owner, the 
widow of a Spaniard, de Rodriqnes, 


labored for years saving nuggets of 
gold until she had a treasure which 
required a caravan of 40 mules to 
convey the four tons of precious meta 
to Mexico City. 
It -was a long and 


arduous journey, and the widow was 
constantly in fear of being robbed. 
When she finally reached the capita] 
she would not rest content until the 
fortune had been placed in the safe- 
keeping of the Spanish viceroy. 
A 


few days later the widow herself dis- 
appeared and the vast store of gold 
was appropriated by the government 
treasury and that treasury's custo- 
dian. 


"An equally pathetic story is told 


of the Planchas de Plata 
(Silver 


Plates) mine which, according to Jes- 
uit accoutns, was discovered by a Ya- 
qui Indian during the first half of the 
ighteenth century. 
From a deep 


canyon the Jesuits are said to have 
taken great globules of silver ore,' 
weighing from 20 to 50 pounds. 
One 


mammoth nuget of pure silver, weigh- 
jng a quarter of a ton, was discovered 
and proved the undoing of both the 
priests and the Indians.
